TERMS OF SALE 

1. The minimum total order that can be accepted is 250 cuttings. 

2. Fifty of each variety is the minimum that can be supplied. 

3. More than 50 of a variety must be in multiples of 50. 

4. Quantity discounts will be allowed on each order for more than 10,000 cuttings as follows:

GRANITE STATE 
(Geo. J. Ball, Inc.) 


A medium size, clear white mum ideally suited for pot plant culture. 
The flower is of good substance, semi-incurved form and matures nor- 
mally October 25. The growth habit is similar to Richard Mandel, being 
dwarf and compact. Granite State responds well to early shade, pro- 
ducing a quality flower much superior to Christina. A fine contribution 
to pot plant culture from the University of New Hampshire and dis- 


tributed by us. (See cut on back cover.)

(Yoder Bros.) 


An intense canary yellow standard that 
blooms for Thanksgiving. The flower is of 
medium size, hard and durable. Its bright, 
lustrous color; its wax-like petals and_ its 
very attractive semi-incurved form give this 
variety an appearance of substance and fresh- 
ness that commands immediate attention. 
The foliage is attractive and healthy and is 
carried right up to the base of the flower. 
The stems are medium in size, strong and 
rigid. Harvester is a good shipper and is well 
liked by the retail trade. We recommend 
this variety to all growers as an easily grown 
bright yellow standard for the Thanksgiving 
season.

A clear white standard that matures De- 
cember 10, following December Glory and just 
preceding Smith’s Late White.. It is a very 
formal, tightly incurved flower and possesses 
excellent substance. 

The growth habit is clean and vigorous 
with beautiful foliage carried well up to the 
flower. The medium-sized stems are ex- 
tremely rigid. Its shipping and keeping qual- 
ities are unequalled by any standard in its 
season. 

This variety responds well in either raised 
benches or ground beds. However, it is espe- 
cially suited to ground bed culture, and at- 
tains its largest size and greatest commercial 
value when handled in this manner. 

By the application of electric lights, this 
variety can easily be delayed for Christmas 


and later flowering.

(Yoder Bros.) 

A glistening white button for early cloth 
house shading. It responds beautifully to 
black cloth treatment and for this reason we 
believe it will fill the insistent demand for a 
small white pompon that can be easily shaded 
into late August and early September ma- 
turity. 

The flower is a beautifully formed tightly 
quilled button of lively and dainiy appear- 
ance. It is of hard substance and has good 
keeping and shipping qualities. The color is 
a clear sparkling white. 

The growth is vigorous, taller than Irene 
and requires less time between pinching and 
shading to form a fuller spray of flowers. 

Bunches of Pinoccnio appear smarter than 
Irene because the spray formation is more 
nearly single planed; and fresher because of 
the more uniform opening of its flowers. (See 
cut on front cover.)

It combines good quality with good pro- 
duction and disease resistance. 


Good results are obtained either in ground 
or raised benches. It will not produce blind 
growth so common in late varieties. 


Maturing the latter part of November, 
Golden Emblem will be found to be a welcome 
addition to yellow pompons in that season 
where quality and easy growth is combined 
with good production.

The flower is 
decorative in form, similar but more formal 
than Glitters. Its hard substance gives it 
unusual shipping quality. Foliage is small 
and is carried right up to the bloom. Stems 
are rigid and must be disbudded to a single 
flower. Like the Mandel varieties, it is vig- 
orous and persistent, dependably producing 
a uniform crop. Because of its free breaking 
habit, it will stand fairly close cropping and 
still produce uniform stems. This same qual- 
ity results in well shaped plants when grown 
in pots. 

Ivanhoe holds its color well under early 
shade when good bronze disbuds command 


a premium market.

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SOME CULTURAL FUNDAMENTALS 


SEOm a DALL 


If a writer knows from experience what he’s talking or writing about, some points of 
practical use can be gotten across with the printed page; but conditions vary greatly, 
making suggestions somewhat uncertain. For this reason the following Mum remarks 
will stay pretty close to fundamentals that with the exercise of common sense are applic- 
able most everywhere. 

SOILS 


Some of the most successful growth we have had was thru gravel or soilless culture. 
On the other hand, we have noted top grade show flowers that were grown in the rather 
stiff yellow material that prevails in New Jersey. This clearly proves what can be done 
with any type of soil with proper moisture, fertility, and general management. With 
heavy soil plenty of strawy manure or other organic material is necessary not only for 
fertility effect, but for aeration as well, and this is of greater importance than is generally 
appreciated ; for while it may not analyze high in fertility, thru its mechanical and aeration 
effect it seems to act on or unlock the fertility already in the soil. Organic material when 
combined with plenty of water seems to be nature’s manure. When grown in gravel the 
pumping up and draining back of liquid nutrient sets up perfect aeration and is, we 
believe, largely responsible for the perfect Mum results we have had with it. The oc- 
casional difficulties with soilless culture are frequently due, we believe, to improper 
strength of the nutrient, usually excessively high concentrations. 


Most of our growing has been in old greenhouse soil that has been used for years, 
and usually we make out very well with it. The tendency with such old material is to 
overdo the use of stable manure. To apply it annually will tend to over supply nitrogen 
that, if it gets too strong, burns the roots. It also accumulates disease that in the open 
is held down by the natural elements—frost and drenching rains. Probably the most 
costly disease that accumulates in soil is known as Verticillium, and this can best be 
destroyed in the soil thru steaming it; in fact, we believe it profitable to use this treat- 
ment for every crop of Mums unless it was used for the preceding crop. When steamed 
annually we find old greenhouse soil usually produces better results than will fresh soil. 
This is explained by its accumulated fertility that is wasted when changed annually 
because of the time required for it to break down and become available. If steaming is 
not done before planting Mums, at least thoroly saturate it with clear water. This tends 
to leach away any accumulated salts or other toxic material. 


Testing soil for fertility and pH is another precaution that should be used for any 
greenhouse crop, especially before applying fertilizers. If this was more generally prac- 
ticed we would meet with fewer of those unexplainable failures or mediocre results that 
sometimes puzzle us. The tendency with many growers is to over-fertilize. If a soil test 
points to an excess of any element it should be lowered thru leaching. Thoroly saturating 
the soil, as is done in the open, is another natural method of balancing soil irregularities. 
The pH for Mums should be around neutral. If much on the acid side, use lime at the 
tate of about 5 Ibs. to each 100 sq. ft. of bench surface. If on the alkaline side, 1 Ib. of 
agricultural sulphur to every 100 sq. ft. should restore it to around neutral. 


RAISED OR GROUND BEDS 
Ground or deep beds are of course more economical than are raised beds or “tables” 
as our veteran friends refer to them. But—if the sub soil is not naturally well drained 
thru being gravelly, chances are they will not dry out promptly as they should. This 
might be particularly so if the greenhouse site is flat or if at all low, in which case the 
water level during excessive rains might get dangerously close to the surface. It is pretty 
safe to suggest that if the sub-soil is a clayey one and the greenhouse site is located on 
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such as our level prairies or inclined to be at all low, which it of course should not be, 
the cost of two lines of 4 in. drain tile in a 4-5 ft. bed will be a very profitable expendi- 
ture. This is so not only for drainage but for steaming the soil; and these tiles have 
sub-irrigating possibilities, and are of some aeration value. However, promoting the 
prompt drying out of the soil is their principal value. While 3 in. tile is sometimes sug- 
gested and is evidently all right, we prefer 4 in. How deep to lay the tile depends some 
on depth of good soil in the bed. We use 6 in. siding for ground beds and get the tile 
down 12 in. below top of siding. We find this arrangement works out very Welletor 
steam sterilizing and sub-irrigating of such deep rooting crops as Peas, but we do not 
use this irrigating plan for Mums because of their shallower rooting habit. Six inch deep 
raised beds are of course the safest because of their 100% drainage. They are also in- 
dispensable for most bedding and pot plant growing but for cut flowers generally, and 
that includes Mums, the well-drained deep bed is. not only less costly to build and main- 
tain, but top results can be had with them if lower soil moisture is watched. 


SPACING DISTANCE 


This question is a rather vital one for commercial growers, for it does bear on the net 
results. We sometimes get the impression that there is a tendency to over space, but 
this may be due to lack of possible growth or late planting. These factors make it 
difficult to safely make definite suggestions. However, with big standard Mums planted 
in June or early July, 8 x 8 in. with 2 flowers per plant is standard commercial practice. 
With a 4 ft. raised bed this might be closed up some, say 7 x 8. This spacing with one 
flower to a plant will of course produce some larger flowers, but they will not return as 
much as will the two smaller fowers per plant with the same spacing. For most retail 
growers the net will be still higher if at least part of the planting carries 4-5 flowers per 
plant using the same or 8 x 10 spacing. In England the tendency is almost exclusively 
toward smaller flowers and more of them. They are largely grown there outdoors during 
the summer in what appears to be 10 in. pots with from 12-16 flowers per pot. In the 
Paris market the bigger they are the better they like them, so better make it some of 
each size. Pompons we like to space 6 x 7 or for strong growers planted early 7 x 8 in., 
top half way down at a height of 8 in. and carry up about three stems. As already stated, 
if side growths are trimmed out once from about the base, this plan makes for longer 
stems because there is no waste of the plant’s energy in making brushy blind growth. 


WATERING 


This is probably the most important factor in the profitable culture of any crop. There 
is just one way to determine whether or not water should be supplied and that is to dig 
down 6 or 8 in. in deep beds and examine the soil. If it is wet enuf to ball up in the 
hand, chances are it should be let alone. While this comes close to being a hard and fast 
rule, we must also consider the strength and health of growth. A raised bed in the fall 
filled with roots and strong heavy growth can hardly be overwatered. On the other hand, 
with temperatures in the 90’s growth is not nearly so active as during cool fall weather 
and water must be used accordingly. This is true of any cool temperature plant. Ciner- 
arias and Calceolarias sometimes have quite a struggle to keep alive during mid-summer, 
but brace up wonderfully with cooling weather. While Mums tolerate summer heat 
better, they too brace up with fall weather. Although these conditions do not call for much 
difference in watering, the experienced grower knows that it means some adjustment must 
be made; and every grower knows or should know that stiff, clayey soil is very much 
more retentive of moisture than a soil filled with organic matter and perhaps some sand. 
The difference in their water requirements is considerable. We are inclined to believe 
that, generally speaking, most growers do not use as much water as they should with 
raised bench crops. We checked on this in a series of experiments with Carnations a few 
years back. One plot was given a full watering between each regular watering of the 
house. In other words, this check received 100% more than was considered ample, and 
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this was begun with planting in July. The result was as interesting as unexpected. Not 
only did the growth retain its dark color, but the crops came on more rapidly and the 
average stem length was about 6 in. ahead of the check, with production increase about 
1 flower per plant. This check was carried on for 2 seasons with identical results. the 
variety Charm being used. While we do not believe Mums would tolerate this trea 
- for their nature is different, we do feel that raised bed crops in open or light soil will 
frequently stand more water than they get. - 


SHADING FOR EARLY FLOWERS 


Some classes of plants are influenced to form buds and flower by long or short days. 
Mums are definitely short day plants, by which is meant they can be induced to set buds 
at any time by artificially shortening daylight hours. This is easily done by enclosing the 
beds with black cloth that is applied around 5 o’clock in the evening and removed about 
7 in the morning. With the sun shining the degree of darkness is not or cannot be made 
total and it need not be; but it should be fairly close to it, which means that there should 
be no openings to let light stream in. To support the cloth a framework is built over 
the beds, the height of which must of course clear the plants when in bud. If the crop 
is grown outdoors the height should clear the crop in full flower, for the cloth might be 
of value in protecting against frost. For the top of the bed we have used a good grade of 
sisalkraft paper. Where a number of adjoining beds are shaded, and there are no upright 
supports to interfere, the top including the walks should be entirely covered. This makes 
side covering for each bed unnecessary. Only the outer sides of the entire area need be 
covered. 

We cover the top in 10 ft. sections by attaching the paper or cloth to a round 10 ft. 
pole that is easily unrolled over the bed. For the sides, better use black sateen cloth that 
is attached to an upper wire along which it can be pushed back and forth by means of 
rings attached to cloth and wire. 

Planting for shading should be done about a month earlier than for regulation grow- 
ing to insure stem length, which of course nearly stops with bud setting. We try to get 
our stock for early July shading planted the 15th to 20th of May. This gets in most 
October varieties around mid-September. If shading is complete, bud setting will be in 
evidence in about 3 weeks from start of shading but it should be continued a week or 
10 days to insure the setting of plenty of laterals in the case of pompons. Standard buds 
should be about the size of a dime before shading is discontinued. Should an occasional 
day be missed in applying shade, or the shade not be as dense as it should be because 
of old used cloth, setting of buds will be delayed accordingly. On a quiet rainy evening 
with atmospheric moisture quite high, it might be better not to use the shade. To begin 
with, light intensity is low on such an occasion; also if plants are enclosed with high 
humidity conditions, any form of rot or disease that the plants might be susceptible to will 
be encouraged by it. Should any form of rot set in as a result of shutting off air cir- 
culation thru shading, the shading material should be removed after darkness is complete 
and replaced before daylight. 


SELECTING OR “TAKING” BUDS 


In giving dates in Mum catalogs for selecting buds it should be noted that it is based 
on mid-northern conditions and average timely planting dates. Also, because of more 
prolonged heat, setting buds in the south is delayed some and should be allowed for. As 
near as we can estimate, flowering in the south is a week to 10 days later than in the 
north, the difference not being so great with the quite late varieties. Further, the ever 
vatying seasons in all sections have a bearing on the setting of buds, or the oe 
dates. Accordingly, the catalog dates given can only be approximate and are intended for 
the northern states. . 

The two classes of buds are known as ‘“‘crown” and “terminal”. The latter 1s the last 
or second one and terminates the growth. However, a late planting, or some varieties 
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may not make a crown bud at all. The terminal or final bud comes usually surrounded 
by a few smaller ones or in a cluster. The larger center one is “taken” or “left,” as you 
choose to express it, to become the flower. The crown bud might be referred to as a 
premature one, tho with some varieties it may, with favorable weather, make a good 
and an earlier flower. However, it does not generally produce the true shade or color 
of the variety it represents. When crown buds develop early they should generally be 
pinched out and the strongest break that follows selected to carry on. Except with a few 
extra early kinds, the next bud to form should be a terminal bud. 


AS-POT PLANTS 


From early until late fall the florists’ pot plant business is quite monopolized by the 
Mum in all its many types. Considering that practically all their development is made 
outside the costly overhead of artificial heat, the margin in growing them at prevailing 
prices is pretty good. There should be little or no losses connected with them for the 
flowers of unsold plants can be used as cut material. 

Today’s method of producing pot plants is not only more economical than that of the 
past, but it makes for greater compactness, a highly desirable point in any pot plant and 
it is sometimes missing in pot Mums. The general procedure is to plant 4 rooted cuttings 
or small pot plants in a 6 in. regulation deep pot that is generally preferred for pot Mums 
to the shallow pot or pan. Just why, I can’t say. In our latitude this is usually done the 
first half of July with the early varieties, and some later will do for the Thanksgiving 
kinds. If the plants are to be shaded for early flowering, the planting into flowering pots 
should be done a few weeks earlier. While some planting is done directly with rooted 
cuttings, the most uniform results are to be had by using nicely started small pot plants. 
Uniformity in growth is a more important point in a pot plant than in a bench crop. 
When the cuttings get up 6-8 in. they should be topped back nearly half way down, later 
disbudded down to about 3 breaks to each plant. These breaks are again topped. Should 
the planting or potting of early varieties be done early in August, an additional cutting 
might be used to advantage, for some might not be strong enuf to make more than two 
good breaks. Furthermore, the late kinds, unless they are to be shaded, will generally 
have time enuf to get plenty tall from an early August planting. The cuttings available 
from the earliest topping are sometimes rooted and used for direct planting into 5 or 6 
in. pots. 

The best results with Mum pot plants are had on raised benches of low well ventilated 
greenhouses. The best growers use no material on the benches, because the moisture 
it gives off encourages decay of lower leaves. However, while they will take hold and 
start more promptly under glass, they can be very well grown in the Open or moved 
into the open after an indoor start. In fact, to grow outdoors thru the hottest part of 
summer naturally insures a greater degree of compactness than will a hot greenhouse, but 
with the coming of cooler nights get them under glass to finish. The open air also has 
some advantage in greater freedom from insects, excepting perhaps the grasshopper. 
D.D.T. might fix him. When outdoors, watering must be watched more carefully. They 
do dry out rapidly and the tendency to over or under water might be increased, particularly 
if they are partly plunged. In fact, we feel safe in saying that under our conditions the 
outdoor advantages for the pot plant grower are largely offset by the disadvantages. Be- 
sides, with the standard price of well grown pot plants at around $2.00 wholesale, the 
indoor space can be well afforded. 

Another plan is sometimes used that is not nearly so costly and might be equally 
profitable. We refer to growing the plants in the open ground outdoors until early fall 
then potting them individually into 5 or 6's. To make a shapely plant, this plan calls 
for naturally compact small flowered varieties and more attention to pinching thru the 
summer. With some protection from sun and air for a few days after potting they re- 
cover surprisingly well, especially during the cool days of fall. The early hardy ones are 
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sometimes grown in this way and sold either potted or transplanted in full bl int 
flower beds that have been destroyed by early frost. P ull bloom into 


If the heavy root system of well grown plants is confined to a comparatively small pot 
feeding them can more easily be overdone than when growing in the open where an ex- 
cess of fertility can be or is leached away. Applying a small spoon full of Vigoro 2-3 
times during the growing season is common practice, but with a lean soil better use a 
mixture containing more nitrogen. After all, what feed a plant can use depends on its 
vigor or appearance and what was used in the soil when potting, so it’s pretty hard to say 
anything definite about feeding. In applying any fertility to growing plants, check on it 
by omitting it with some plants. The results might prove that a lot of fertilizers are 
sometimes wasted. 


Years back small flowered varieties including pompons were principally used for pot 
plants. Today the buying public largely chooses the big ones, so the same attention 
must be paid to disbudding such, as when grown for cutting. The class referred to as 
“disbudded pomps” and the Anemones and singles are also popular for this purpose. 
While the varieties used cover nearly all on the list that tend to be at all compact, the 
list of pot plant varieties in this catalog generally covers most popular varieties (see 


page 17).
